Do you want to explain
the process on how you replenish your stock?

MR. JUDGE: Yeah, we just keep an
eye on it. We use 1it, we order it.

MS. BRIER: Okay. Thanks. And you
did a great job too the couple times. And then
I had Reuther and Bowen, seven grand. What was
that for?

MR. RUGGIERO: They're our engineers
for various projects. The people who do have
to pay for the engineer and reimbursed out of
what we get from the engineer.

MS. BRIER: Oh, okay. A1l right.
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That's all I have.

MR. DEMPSEY: Thank you. Anyone
else on the question?

(No response.)

MR. DEMPSEY: A1l those in favor
signify by saying aye.

ALL MEMBERS: Aye.

MR. DEMPSEY: Opposed?

MR. RUGGIERO: Number six is
Treasurer financial report. Mr. Burton?

MR. BURTON: Good evening, Council.

MR. DEMPSEY: Hi Mark.

MR. BURTON: Well, this is the last
for the year. We're showing a deficit of 2.5
million dollars. The bulk of it which came in
the month of December. Revenue collection is
typically Tighter towards the end of the year.

And then we had all of our year end
expenditures. The big ones were the repayment
of the TAN. That was about $840,000; MMO,
which is $802,000; Fidelity's large loan which

96,000. OQur down payment for the work comp was
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$88,000. And the down payment on the police
cars was 65,000.

So that contributed to the bulk of
the 1loss for the year in the month of December,
year end expenditures that we had to take care
of by the end of the year.

MS. BRIER: I have a question.

Under solid waste collection and disposal it's
a million dollars for the year. It was five
million last year. But I just, you know, we
have expenses --

MS. SCRIMALLI: I can't hear you at
all.

MS. BRIER: We have expenses for the
sanitation department. We don't have any
expenses to dispose of it, right? So what's
that million dollars? What are we paying -- do
you know or maybe we can find out and let us
know .

MR. BURTON: Yeah, I could find out.
I think it's mainly salaries, fuel for the
trucks.

MS. BRIER: Oh, the salaries are in
there. Oh, if the salaries are in it that's

what it was. Okay. Thanks. I thought that
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was a separate line item, the salaries. Okay.
Thank you.

MR. BURTON: And that would be it
for 2020. Onto 2021, hopefully better
financially, of course.

MR. DEMPSEY: Thank you, Mark. Does
anyone have any questions?

(No response.)

MR. DEMPSEY: Thanks, Mark.

MS. BRIER: Thank you.

MR. RUGGIERO: Number seven is
public comment. Gary Duncan wanted me to relay
a message and thank everyone for the work
that's being done on the Green Ridge Street
property that's been ongoing for some time.

He also wanted to relay a message to
everyone that he sees the numbers every day and
wants everyone to stay safe. So that's from
Mr. Duncan.
